Please amend the TITLE to read as follows: Nucleic acids 
encoding a novel influenza virus non-structural protein (NS1)- 
binding host factor designated NS1I-1. 



The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: The prior art neither teaches nor fairly suggests the 
claimed invention. Specifically, applicants identified a novel 
protein-protein interaction involving the influenza non- 
structural protein (NS1) and a host factor designated non- 
structural protein 1 interactor (NS1I-1) . NS1I-1 can be 
coimmunoprecipated with NS1 in infected cell lysates from 
several different influenza virus A and B strains, suggesting 
that this interaction plays an important role in viral 
replication. NS1 did not interact with any non-viral proteins 
from uninfected cells demonstrating that this binding 
interaction is specific to NS1. Accordingly, the claims are 
unobvious in view of the prior art. The amended claims 
accurately define the applicants' invention and are of such 
scope that the specification provides an enabling disclosure.
